In  compiling  the  following  record  of  the  descendants 
of  the  CHARLES  &  ANH  (MALTBY)  JACKSON  FAMILY,  no  special  effort 
has  been  made  to  write  biographies  or  to  go  back  far  in  order  to 
trace  family  lines o  Some  of  the  members  have  sent  in  short 
sketches  which  we  have  included  along  v;ith  the  professions  and 
occupations  of  members  during  the  past  100  years o 

On  this,  the  105th  anniversary  of  the  arrival  of 
Charles  &  Ann  Jackson  in  the  United  States,  we  find  descendants 
now  located  in  ten  of  the  forty°»elght  states,  Michigan,  Kansas, 
Ohio,  Colorado,  Oregon,  California,  Montana,  Illinois,  Indiana 
and  Wisconsino 

All  of  the  descendants  and  their  place  of  residence 
have  been  recorded  except  the  family  of  Clement  &  Jennie  (Wren) 
Hubbards  They  had  two  daughters,  Eleanor  &  Barbara  Hubbard;  the 
location  of  this  family  is  not  known  to  us o 

The  Parish  of  Anwick,  Lincolnshire  County,  England, 
where  a  great  many  Jackson  families  have  lived  for  centuries, 
records  the  Jackson  name  back  to  1636,  and  several  members  of  the 
Jackson  family  have  been  Officials  of  the  Church  there o  Our  line 
of  Jackson  we  have  traced  to  the  marriage  of  Charles  Jackson  and 
Ann  Draper  on  the  9th  of  June,  1783 «  They  had  three  children, 
Elizabeth,  William  and  Charles  Jackson  of  whom  we  have  no  trace 
at  this  time* 


Ann  (Draper)  Jackson  died  and  was  buried  at  Sto 
Edith’s  Church,  Anwick,  October  23rd,  1793* 

About  the  year  1796  Charles  Jackson  married  Hannah 
Holliday*  They  had  seven  children  among  whom  was  Charles  Jackson, 
born  April  22nd,  1800,  and  who  migrated  to  America  in  1845 *  He 
was  our  direct  Ancestor*  We  expect  to  have  more  complete  data  re¬ 
garding  the  family  connections  with  the  earlier  families  in 
England  which  may  be  added  to  this  record  at  a  later  date* 

Great  credit  is  due  the  Reverend  James  Laughton  Day, 
VICAR  of  Anwick,  Lincolnshire,  England,  for  making  a  search  of 
the  records  of  his  Parish  for  us*  He  has  been  most  helpful*  His 
Church,  St*  Edith’s,  is  celebrating  its  800th  anniversary  this 
year,  1950* 


The  Parish  records  of  Aswardby  (which  includes 
Sausthrope)  Lincolnshire  County,  England,  of  the  Maltby  families, 
our  line,  go  back  to  the  year  1778  with  the  exception  of  two 
entries,  one  of  1641  and  one  of  1664.  The  first  date  giving  the 
date  of  baptism  of  Phillip  Maultby,  the  last  date  1664,  a  date  of 
the  marriage  of  Phillip  Maultby  to  Mary  Bracebridge*  Many  years 
of  the  records  in  this  Parish  are  missing*  A  search  of  the 
records  made  by  The  Reverend  D.  J.  Staff ord- Jones ,  Rector,  has 
been  very  helpful*  A  number  of  the  Maltby  family  are  burled  in 
the  Church  yard  at  Sausthrope,  Lincolnshire*  We  are  in  hopes  of 
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getting  a  great  deal  more  information  of  the  Maltby  family  in 
the  near  future*  We  have  dozens  and  dozens  of  oages  of  data  on 
the  family  but  will  not  be  able  to  use  it  until  further  research.

Charles  Jackson  became  a  Militiman  like  many  of  his 
countryman  to  repel  the  threatened  invasion  of  Napoleon.  As  he 
was  the  principal  citizen  of  the  place,  he  was  given  a 
commission  and  put  in  charge  of  the  local  Militia.  He  may  have 
had  previous  Army  experience.  However,  he  and  his  brothers 
were  in  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  as  Cavalry. 


Charles  Jackson,  born  April  22nd,  1800,  is  the 
member  of  this  family  who  migrated  to  this  country  in  1845 
and  our  direct  ancestor.

Charles  Jackson  at  the  age  of  45  and  his  wife,  Ann,  age  29, 
disposed  of  their  holdings  at  Thlmbleby,  and  with  their  five  children 
sailed  from  Boston,  Lincolnshire,  England,  on  a  sailing  vessel  in  the 
spring  of  1846  arriving  at  Boston,  Mass,  on  June  17th,  1845o  From 
there  they  continued  on  to  locate  at  Wheatland,  Monroe  County,  New 
York  State.  Three  children  were  born  to  them  while  residing  in 
Monroe  County,  New  Yorko  On  September  26th,  1849,  Charles  Jackson 
applied  for  American  citizenship  in  the  Monroe  County  Courta  Mro  John 
Co  Nash  was  clerk  of  the  Court  at  that  timOo  Having  decided  to  move 
farther  west  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  they  made  the  journey  first  by 
lake  boat  to  Detroit,  Michigan,  then  by  railroad  to  Battle  Creek, 
Michigan,  and  from  there  they  were  brought  a  distance  of  30  miles  to 
the  Township  of  Wayland,  Allegan  County,  Michigan  by  a  Mro  McCloud 
with  his  ox  team®  Here  they  purchased  40  acres  of  forest  land  from 
Mr.  Nathan  Green  in  Section  12 o  Mro  Green  had  been  a  Monroe  County 
neighbor  and  had  come  to  Michigan  previously o 

Upon  their  arrival  in  Wayland  Township  in  October,  1850,  they 
proceedec  to  erect  a  log  house  on  their  land  in  which  they  made  their 
home  for  several  years,  until  they  could  construct  a  more  commodious 
dwelling.  Two  sons  were  born  here,  making  a  family  of  ten  children, 
six  sons  and  four  daugnterso 

At  the  time  of  their  deaths,  Charles  Jackson  in  1883  and  Ann 
Jackson  in  1892,  they  and  their  six  sons  had,  under  what  would  be 
called  today  most  adverse  conditions,  accjulred  and  cleared  of  forest 
a  major  portion  of  about  2000  acres  of  land  and  put  it  under  cultl=> 
vation©  They  also  constructed  six  substantial  dwellings  together  with 
many  adequate  farm  buildings.  The  equipmt.*.\.  and  tools  for  accomplish¬

Personally  appears  before  the  MONROE  COUNTY  COURT,  CHARLES 
JACKSON,  of  the  town  of  Riga^p  in  said  County  but  late  of 
Horncastle,  County  of  Lincolnshire,  England,  and  declares 
upon  oath  in  open  Court  that  he  was  born  in  Harwick,  County 
of  Lincolnshire,  England,  a  subject  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  on  the  22nd  of  April,  1800,  that  he  emigrated  from 
and  arrived  in  the  United  States  on  the  17th  day  of  June, 
1845 o  That  he  has  ever  since  his  arrival  therein  resided 
in  the  United  States,  and  not  elsewhere,  and  particularly 
that  he  has  resided  at  his  present  place  of  residence  for 
the  last  three  years  past®  That  it  is  bona  fide  his 
intention  to  become  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and
